Mian Power Problem 


“The relatively low proportion of front-line power 
in the U.S. military forces is attracting more and more 
attention,” says an article in U. S. News & World Re- 
port. “Congress is on the warpath over it. 
men want to know why more divisions cannot be made 
up of messengers, chauffers_who drive generals, coal 
shovelers, men in service units of one kind or another. 
Members of Congress +... are-beginning to ask whether 
the armed services are wasting man power while de- 
manding more of it.” 

The crux of the problem can be expressed with a 
single set of figures. In the Soviet army, there are nine 
men in supporting jobs for every 10 men in combat divi- 
sions. In the American army, by contrast, 26 men are 
now used in support units for each 10 men in combat 
divisions. Proportionately, in other words, the Rus- 
sians have a lot more gun-carriers than we have. 

Military men have an answer for_this. 
supply routes are far shorter than ours. Secretary Mar- 
shall has said, ‘‘Our greatest drain is in these long hauls 
we are involved in, and the fact that all our policy is 
built on fighting outside this country ....
